Simple Math 


There is a constant need, in municipal government, to 
be fairly certain that funds are spent for the purposes 
approved by the voters. 

This is the root of many complaints about spending 
highway, water, sewer, tree and other department funds 
for recreation. But it is also true that the town dump, for 
example, has cost more than the appropriation voted last 
year. 

All the voters want — and we fail to see why this can 
not be provided — is a reasonable explanation. By simple 
mathematics, the original appropriation is added to what- 
ever other sums have been spent, then the total is listed 
for all to see. 

Thus, in recreation for example, the 1963 appropriation 
would be increased by whatever funds were Spent under 
the other departmental vouchers. The total would then be 
available for the voters to see. 

The same listing would be accomplished for the town 
dump, another service that may well cost more than the 
voters appropriate. And so on, wherever there are differ- 
ences, 

This is the only way to get a true picture of what each 
municipal department and service is costing. And with- 
out this information, the voters are at a loss to intelli- 
gently take action on the budget. 

It seems quite necessary to have this data available; 
we hope it will be forthcoming, as various boards and 
agencies begin studying the budget for 1964. 


Big Items Missing 


The town warrant, although spiced here and there with 
controversial subjects, looks like a pretty routine piece 
of business. 

The by-law revisions were subtracted early in the 
game, leaving the field wide open for the supposedly long 
and frantic debate over secondary school construction. 

Now the Jatter subject probably won’t even create a 
ripple — all that’s wanted is $12,000 in planning funds. 
And we doubt whether anyone truly objects to this, as a 
practical necessity. 

Pay raises, in more recent years, have been decided 
before town meeting; water extensions are accepted as 
necessary; and most folks will be delighted to see the 
town’s business zoning described properly. 

For all these reasons it looks like a peaceful session 
— but we’re betting it won’t be. Between now and March, 
issues are bound to arise; perhaps the budget will get 
more attention than usual; differences of opinion will 
flare into controversy. 

What looks quiet now probably will get featured billing, 
when it’s over, as one of the most active meetings in 
years, That’s the strange and wonderful nature of town 
meetings.

Protect Against 


Fungus Diseases 


Even with the world locked in 
winter, some fungus diseases that 
attack evergreens remain active. 

Home owners are aware that 
snow mold, a fungus disease that 
attacks the lawn under snow cover 
or during cold winter rains, causes 
irregular spots of white, dead 
Zrass to show up in spring. 

Two other such diseases occa- 
sionally attack lower branches of 
pines and other conifers under the 
Same circumstances, according to 
Dr, Philip L. Rusden, One, called 
brown felt blight, mats needles to= 
gether with a felt-like mat of 
fungus threads, The other, phaci- 
dium blight, turns needles asickly 
brownish color, 

If damage is extensive early 
next spring, spray with a copper 
fungicide when the snow has melt- 
ed. Lifting the branches and shak- 
ing off the snow before it buries 
the limbs too long will avoid rhe 
fungus trouble,
